USHING into print is not 

usually. regarded o8 one 
of the vices of the Hong- 
kong busincasman. He is — 
or rather was — better 
known as a reticent, cau- 
tious and quictly calculating 
fellow. But today the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is to be 
congratulated for taking a 
leaf out of their American 
counterpart’a book and be- 
coming publicity conscious, 
As Colonel J. D. Clague, 
the Chnirman, explained 
yesterday Hongkong must 
take overy opportunity to 
make its case known abroad 
ond have its — problems 
understood. : 

Not content with giving ad- 
vice to Government, the 
Ngee has given a lead 

ny ppolnting representa- 
te 9 publiclte the Colony 
in America. But it is a pity, 
as Colonel Clague says, that 
there Is no one to speak for 
Hongkong at tho current 
Tarlif Commission hearings, 
even though the Colony is 
relying on America’s re- 
Iuctance to take action 
against Japanese exports to 
escape restrictions. 


NHERE has been so much

For 
while they ma may be better 
acquainted with publicity 
media in their own country 
it needs a local man‘ to pre- 
vent the Hongkong case 
effectively. So much for 
what may -be described as 
fixed-pitch PR men.
